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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 6, 7, 10, 12, 13, 18, 21, 22, 26, 29, 31, 32 and 37 are pending in the 
application. 

This action is in response to applicants' amendment filed August 8, 2006. Claims 
1 , 6, 21 and 29 have been amended. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendments filed August 8, 2006 have been fully considered with the 
following effect: 

1 . The applicants' amendments and arguments are sufficient to overcome the 35 
U.S.C. § 103, obviousness rejection labeled paragraph 4 maintained in the last office 
action, which is hereby withdrawn. 

2. The applicants' amendments and arguments are sufficient to overcome the 35 
U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph rejections labeled paragraph 6 of the last office action, 
which are hereby withdrawn. 

In view of the amendment dated August 8, 2006, the following new grounds of 
rejection apply:

3. Claim 26 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1, 7, 10, 22, 29, 31 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The amendment to 
the definition of R 32 where R 32 bears the substituent Ci^alkoxyCi^alkyl is not described 
in the specification with respect to the genus of formula (I). 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office action. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1, 6, 7, 10, 22, 29, 31 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The following reasons apply: 

a) Claim 1 and claims dependent thereon are vague and indefinite in that it is 
not known what is meant by the definition of R p , where there is no variable R p ' in 
formula (I). 
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b) Claim 6 recites the limitation "R 5 " in the sub-group labeled 2') within the 
definition of R 9 . There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

Claim Objections 

6. Claims 12, 13, 18, 21 and 32 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim must be stated in the alternative. 
See MPEP§ 608.01 (n).
